Iwas. Wooden and paste-board theatres were my 
next hobby. As it became necessary to paint the 
scenery, my thoughts were directed towards paint- 
ing. When I was eight years old I was sent to the 
Louis-le-Grand College, where I fell into a state of 
despair, which nothing could overcome. The bru- 
tality and turbulence of my fellow prisoners were 
horrible to me. I began to die of cold, ennui, and 
isolation in those lofty, gloomy walls, where, under 
pretence of breaking me to college life, an ignoble 
usher became my torturer. I felt for him a hatred 
which has not yet cooled. Were he to appear to 
me in a shape to be recognized after this long inter- 
val of time, I should seize him by the neck and 
strangle him. Allthe provisions my mother brought 
me remained stuffed in my pockets and grew musty. 
As for college fare,my stomach could not bear it. 
I pined away so visibly the head master became 
alarmed. 1 was in those walls like a captive swal- 
low, that refuses to eat and dies. The professors, 
nevertheless, were quite well satisfied with me as & 
student, and I promised to be a brilliant pupil, itl 
lived. It became necessary for me to quit this 
place. I completed my studies at the Charlemagne 
College as a ‘day scholar,’ a title of which I was 
exceedingly proud, and which I took care to write 
in large letters in the corner of my exercises. My 
father was my reviewing master, and really he was 
my only master. If I have any education 
talents, I owe them to him. I was quite a g 
student, but I had odd curiosities which did no 
always please the professors. I treated the subjects 
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of Latin poetry in every imaginable metre, and de- 
lighted in imitating the styles of the decline, as 
they are called in college. I was often charged with 
barbarism and Africanism, and I was as delighted 
as if I had received a compliment. I made few 
friends at college, besides Eugene de Nully and 
Gerard de Nerval, who was already celebrated at 
Charlemagne by his national odes, which were 
printed. Besides Latin authors of the decline, I 
studied old French authors, and especially Villon 
and Rabelais, which I knew by heart. I drew, and I 
tried to write French poetry. The first piece Iremem- 
ber to have written was the River Scamander, which 
was doubtless inspired by Lancrenon’s picture; then 
translations of Muszus, from the Greek Anthology ; 
and, later, a poem on the Rape of Helen, in lines of 
ten feet. All these poems are lost. Nogreat harm 
isdone. A cook, less lettered than Lucian’s Photis, 
used them to singe chickens, as she was averse 
from putting white paper to this use. Not one 
single agreeable souvenir remains to me of these 
college days, and I would not revive them. To- 
wards the close of my college life I took a pas 
sion for swimming, and I spent at Petit’s swim- 
ming school all my spare time. I even played 
truant, sometimes, and spent all day long in the 
river. My ambition was to become a ‘red draw- 
ers.’ In the Paris swimming schools none but first- 
rate swimmers are allowed to wear red drawers ; 
the ambitious but inexperienced swimmer who 
ventures to put them on is unmercifully ducked. 
This is the only one of my ambitions I ever grati- 
fied. At that day I had no thought of turning a 
literary man. My tastes rather turned towards 
painting, and before I went through the whole col- 
lege course I entered Rioult’s studio, which was in 


Rue St. Antoine, near the Protestant Church, and | 
not far from Charlemagne College, so I could go to} 


college after the lesson ended. Rioult was a man 
of an odd and intellectual ugliness; paralysis 
obliged him, like Jouvenet, to paint with his left 


hand, which was not less adroit than the other. | 


After my first attempt he said I was full of ‘style,’ 
an accusation which was at least premature. The 
scene 80 well told by the younger Dumas was played 
with me, too, on the posture table, and the first 
female model I saw did not seem beautiful to me, 
and greatly disappointed me, so much does art 
addto the most perfect nature. The model was 
nevertheless a very pretty girl, whose elegant and 
pure lines I by comparison appreciated afterwards, 
but from this impression I have always preferred 
the statue to the woman, and marble to flesh. My 
studies as a painter revealed to me a defect of which 
Iwas ignorant: I was near-sighted. When I was 
on the front row of benches all went well, but when 
the drawing of seats allotted my easel to the back 
of the studio, I sketched nothing but confused 
masses,”

in this country, until Messrs. Harper & Brothers 
paid him for the early sheets of “ Bleak House.” 
The positiveness of this assertion has induced me 
to look over some old memoranda of transactions 
connected with Mr. Dickens’ novels. As there 
seems to be quite a lively discussion in progress

WE are informed by Messrs. Leypoldt & Holt, 
who are so advised by Messrs. Triibner & Co., that 
the Early English Text Society is proceeding pros- 
perously in the accumulation of a reprinting fund. 
No doubt, then, it will, before long, be possible for 
the later subscribers to get, at a cheap rate, the 
publications of 1864 and 1565, which are at present 
out of print and hard to find. We believe Messrs. 
J. B. Lippincott & Co., of Philadelphia, have on 
sale some complete sets of the publications of those 
first years of the society’s activity; but of course 
they hold them at a comparatively high price, and 
the news of probable reprints will be received with 
much satisfaction. We have more than once, in 
these columns, called attention to the work and 
the aims of this society, which sets before itself the 
task of “ bringing to light the whole of the hidden 
springs of the noble literature that England calls 
her own,” and that we call ourown too. We make 
no apology for again recurring to the subject ; for 
to do so is, we hope, to lead some of our readers to 
the knowledge and the possession of some of the 
most valuable treasures of the language and to ad- 
vance the cause of sound learning by acquainting 
them better with the language itself. A guineaa 
year—and that would be at present about $6 85 in 
paper—is the subscription fee, and for that sum the 
subscriber for 1867, for instance, will get certainly 
twenty and very likely thirty-two carefully edited 
ancient texts belonging to the class of romances, 
such as “ Launcelot of the Laik,” of dialectal works,

So, in the case of these 
books, the shilling is to be counted as worth sixty- 
odd cents in our currency and not as fifty cents, 
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which is the value of it in the retail prices of other | 


English books. Buta guinea subscription not only 
gives a subscriber a large number of works curious 
and interesting in themselves and also of very great 
value to the student of English and the English; it 
also confers upon him the privilege of buying, at a 
reduced rate, in fact at half-price, the volume, soon 
to be printed by the society, containing the original 
ballads which Bishop Percy used in the prepara- 
tion of his “ Reliques,’’ and which he altered to suit 
the vitiated taste of his day. The work, as given 
to subscribers for the society’s texts, will form an 
octavo volume, and will match the other volumes 
of the society’s publications. — The Nution. 


Parton, in an unpublished letter, gives the follow- 
ing interesting account of the beginning of his 
“ biographical” career : “ From early in life 1 have 
wondered why such men as Dickens and Thackeray 
should choose to expend themselves upon fiction, 
when they could find true stories to tell so much 
more interesting ; and I often used to say—‘ Some 
day a man will come along who will create a new 
branch of the fine arts—Biography.’ But it never 
crossed my mind that I should attempt anything 
of the kind, for I knew very well that, to make a 
real and vivid biography, would require an amount 
and minuteness of investigation which could never 
be repaid in money, nor done without money. One 
day, while I was employed on the ‘ Home Journal,’ 


publishers, and the conversation fell upon books. 
I happened to say: ‘ What an interesting story could 
be made out of the life of Horace Greeley, if a person 
could only get at the facts.’ One of them said: 
‘Why don’t you doit? I replied that it would re- 
quire an expensive journey and a year of labor, and 
I could not afford it. <A few days after, they offered 
to advance the money requisite; and so the book 
was done. In New Hampshire and Vermont, I 
went from house to house, making inquiries. The 
book sold thirty thousand copies, and yielded me 
$2,000 above the cost of producing. Upon that 
most insufficient capital I had the temerity to set 
up in business as a book-maker.”

The Bible Reader’s Help. pp. 159. 

Toils and Triumphs of Union Missionary Colportage 
for Twenty-five Years. By one of the Secretaries 
of the American Tract Society. pp. 182. 

These are from the American Tract Society, New 
York. The first of them is a revision and enlarge- 
ment of a publication of the London Religious Tract | 
Society, and is intended as a hand-book for young | 
people, and for those who have not access to large 
and costly works. It condenses much useful in-| 
formation concerning the books, the language, and | 
events of the Bible. The second volume traces the | 
origin and history, and exhibits the nature of the 
Colportage system.
